Mayor Willard 
Jones pointed out this week aa he 
was advised by the Texas High­ 
way Patrol campaign to eliminate 
such drivers from the reed. 
The unlicensed driver seas point­ 
ed up as a traffic hazard on Texas 
highways bi a statement by Col- 
cne! Horner Garrison J r, director 
of the Texas Department of Pub- 
iis Safety. 
In quoting a survey made dur­ 
ing th« first riot months of 1955 
by the Texas Highway Patrol. 
Garrison 
said 
the 
unlicensed 
Texas driver Is two and a half 
times as likely to be involved in 
an accident aa a licensed driver. 
He also said the survey of rural 
highways showed that when in­ 
volved in an accident the unli­ 
censed driver's 
mishap is half 
again as apt to prove fatal as 
that of the licensed driver. 
In 
explanation Garrison said, 
"The irresponsibility of the driver 
in not obtaining a license is a 
reflection of the character of that 
driver and his driving habits. 
‘In most instances the unli­ 
censed driver is deficient In either 
b s ph> trial and teamed abilities 
or his driving attitude. 
In ob­ 
taining a license and taking the 
driver tests, his deficiencies arc 
brought to light before an acci­ 
dent occurs. 
By being aware of 
his shortcomings and making ad­ 
justments for them a driver us­ 
ually is able to avoid being in­ 
volved Jn a costly traffic acci­ 
dent." 
Only 3.9 per cent of the driving 
public is unlicensed, yet 9 J per 
cent of the drivers in non-fata! 
accidents and 13.9 per cent in 
fatal accidents are unlicensed.

U n d u la n t fever b a s been call­ 
ed the great masquerader as its 
sy m p to m s are the same as many 
other diseases, according to Dr.

It is also known as brucel­ 
losis and Malta fever. It occur* 
sporadically in Tex**, which in­ 
dicates that it la a public health 
problem and needs more recog­ 
nition by the public. 
Undulant fever la so called be­ 
cause of the wave-like variations 
in temperature. 
Th* sy m p to m s 
include rise in temperture, l«>ss 
of weight and strength, chills, 
sweats and joint pains. Th# dis­ 
ease has a rather low mortality 
rate, but important because symp­ 
toms may persist for a number 
•f weeks and even months before 
normal health and strength ar# 
restored. 
In Texas, goat* and cows are 
the usual spreader* of this dis­ 
ease. 
The germs of undulant 
fever enter the body through the 
mouth or skin. 
Therefore, care 
should be used in handling anl- 
c als known to he infected, and 
dairy products from the same 
sources, if used, should be pas­ 
teurized.

Traced to Milk and 
Contact with Animals 


U ndulant fever has been call­ 
ed the great m asquerader as its 
sym ptom s are the sam e as m any 
other diseases, according to Dr. 
Henry A. Holle, com m issioner of 
health, in a release to T he H er­ 
ald. 
It is also know n as brucel­ 
losis and M alta fever. 
It occurs 
sporadically in Texas, which in­ 
dicates th a t it is a public health 
problem and needs m ore recog­ 
nition by the public. 
U ndulant fever is so called be­ 
cause of the w ave-like variations 
in tem perature. 
The sym ptom s 
include rise in tem perture, loss 
of 
weight and 
strength, chills, 
sw eats and joint pains. 
The dis­ 
ease has a ra th e r low m ortality 
rate, but im portant because sym p­ 
tom s m ay persist for a num ber 
if weeks and even m onths before 
norm al health and stren g th are 


restored. 
In Texas, goats and cows are 
the usual spreaders of this dis­ 
ease. 
The germ s of 
undulant 
fever en ter the body through the 
m outh or skin. 
Therefore, care 
should be used in handling ani- 
« als known to be infected, and 
dairy products 
from 
th e 
sam e 
sources, if used, should bt pas­ 


teurized. 
M ore men acquire this disease 
than women due to th e fact th a t
